Warm Words Exchanged. 


Tliis led to a sharp discussion about

The former in- 
sisted upon having the letter read, al- 
though Hawley. chairman of the printing 
committee, assured him he could have the 
communication printed with in four hours. 
Shermun finally objected to the further 
readiny of the letter. He did not want 
busine-s. delayed by it. Gorman remarked 
that if the senator from Ohio had been in 
the chamber in time this morning under 
his own resolution the document could 
have been read and the public business 
facilitated. He would not submit to have 
any senator intimate that because he 
wanted a public document read in order 
to get information from it, his object was 
to delay the public business. 


Decided Against Gorman. 


Sherman resented the emphasising of 


the fact that he had come into the cham- 
ber fifteen minutes after the hour fixed 
for meeting. He had been engaged dur- 
ing those fifteen minutes in public busi- 
ness, which he considered of more impor- 
tance lhan listening to the reading of the 
journal. He « as probably present in the 
senate kmi days for the one day that the 
senator ;rom Maryland was. The senate 
then decided that the document should 
not be rend. Gorman, with some warmth, 
resented the inMmiatiun that because he 
wanted it read he was delaying public 
busines>. The prf-iding officer then said 
Uie It iu.r voulu !>e printed as a miscellan- 
eous document.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 


Talk Concerning Charges of Corruption 


Agtiiiist the Members. 


WASHINGTON CITV, July 31.—In the 


house Dates of Alabama, as a question 
of privilege, offered a resolution for the 
investigation of the charges of corruption 
in connection with the passage of the 
silvtr bill, against members of the house, 
contained in « recent editorial in The Na- 
tio ial Kconiiinist. Gates said that when 
a charge of this kind was made by a re- 
spectable journal it was worth investiga- 
tion. 
Cannon of Illinois contended that 


if such charges were made specific and by 
somebody who had evidence to sustain 
them, it would be well to look into the 
matter, but under the circumstances they 
were i.nwoithy of notice. Grosvenor of 
Ohio thought if the bouse were to take 
cognizance of the matter all, It should be 
sent to committee. Practically it was no 
charge. 


A Charge Acalimt the Speaker. 


Rogers of Arkansas said that is was 


generally understood that the speaker 
passed all the bills in the house, therefore 
the charge was an inferential one against 
the sjieaker, and the resolution ought to 
be adopted. Peters of Kansas was op- 
posed to dignifying the article in question 
by paying any attention to it. He denied 
the right of the writer to make a charge 
in the name of the Farmers' alliance. 
Richardson of Tennessee considered the 
editorial an assiiult upon the integrity of 
the house, »nd that body owed it to its 
fair fame to have the matter investi- 
gated. 


Not a Privileged Motion. 


The speaker decided the motion was not 


a privileged one. In doing so, he said 
these paragraphs were constantly floating 
about sn the newspapers of the country. 
They were of vague character and made 
no statement upon which any body could 
be expected to predicate a belief or a 
conviction. The house would be put to 
great inconvenience if any member had 
the I'ighton the production of a paragraph 
like this to demand 
an investigation. 


Gates appealnd from the decision, which, 
however, was sustained by a vote of 86 to 
71. The house then went into committee 
of the whole on the senate amendments to 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, and 
discussion of the irrigation clause was re- 
newed.

She fainted away as 
she saw him struggling in the water, and 
is now quite prostrated.

and esteemed as a good lawyer, a man Ju- 
dicious in public affairs, and of the utmost 
uprightness of personal character. In the 
days of the war he made an exceptionally 
good record as a gallant soldier.

THE PROHIBITIONISTS OF MICHIGAN 


Expected to Endorse the Patrons of In- 


dustry Ticket, but EM None Was Nomi- 
nated, They Concluded to Place 
a 


Ticket of Their Own in the Field— 
Nominations Made by North Dakota 
and Tennessee BepublioanB. 
LANSING, 
Mich., 
July 3).—The at- 


tempted combine of the Patrons ofj In- 
dustry, Prohibitionists, and Uuion Labor 
people in a new independent party has 
ended in a grand fiasco. At midnight 
Tuesday night the state conference of 
Patrons decided for independent party 
action and eight hour labor. Later it re 
considered this action,, adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring it to be the sense of the 
conference that no ticket should be placed 
in the field, and pledging the order to con- 
fine its political activity to legislative 
and congressional tickets. 
This action 


wrecked the hopes of the Prohibitionists, 
who met here Wednesday in state conven- 
tion with the expectation of indorsing the 
Patrons' ticket, but, the Prohibition lead- 
ers made a desperate bid for the farming 
and labor vote by nominating for gov- 
ernor President Partridge of the Patrons 
if Industry, and Master Workman Allen 
of the Michigan Knights of Labor for 
lieutenant governor, and adopting a plat- 
form indorsing everything from govern- 
ment control of railroads and telegraph 
lines to woman's suflrage. 


The Ticket Nominated.

POLITICAL NEWS NOTES. 


Trouble TSetwecn Governor Campbell and 


a Newspaper. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 31.—The request 


made by Governor Campbell to The Daily 
Press, an independent newspaper, to re- 
tract what it had published in regard to 
language used by him and which he pro- 
posed to incorporate in his speech at the 
protest meeting that was to have been 
held in this city two weeks ago, has cre- 
ated a profound sensation in political cir- 
cles. The governor denies the charge by a 
telegram from Deer Park, but The Press 
refuses to retract one word, and expresses 
the hope that the governor will not make 
a formal demand. The editor of The Press 
maintains thut the governor did say that 
he would protect the citizens of the state 
from interference from United States mar- 
shals, in the event the Lodge bill passed, 
if it was necessary to call out the entire 
national guard to disperse the federal of- 
ficers. It still maintains that it was be- 
cause of the governor's unwise declaration 
that the alleged indignation meeting was 
abandoned. 


North Dakota Republicans. 


GRAND FORKS, N. D., July 31.—After a 


very lively session here the Republican 
state convention nominated the following 
ticket: Governor, Capt. Burke; lieuten- 
ant governor, Roger Allen; congress, M.

At tho breakfast 
which followed the marriage ceremony 
the Emperor Francis Joseph announced 
the betrothal of Archduke Ferdinand, 
heir to the Austrian throne, to Princess 
Elizabeth of Kavaria. 


PEACE FIRMLY ESTABLISHED. 


Kverytlilnff Quiet at kiiteiios Ayres—Be- 


nult of the Fighting. 


LONOON, July 81.—Dispatches received 


from Buenos Ayres report that peace is 
firmly established. Tbs insurgents have 
surrendered unconditionally, and the gov 
ernment on it» side has Issued a proclama- 
tion of general amnesty. An investigation 
by the authorities shows that 1,000 per- 
sons were killed and at least 5,000 were 
wounded during the revolution.

BERLIN, July 31.—In its report of con- 


dition and progress, just issued, the Ger- 
man Colonial company complains of the 
unfavorable results which are shown by 
the last year of its work. The number of 
its membership has dwindled alarmingly, 
300 of them having fallen away during 
the year, while many of those who still 
continue to be members of the society de- 
cline to pay their subscriptions, without 
which the existence of the company l« a 
farce. 
This decrease of public interest 


in its affairs is attributed to a general de- 
cline of the interest recently taken in colo- 
nial matters at large, and the inference is 
drawn that {he German people care little 
or nothing for colonial enterprises.

The Law to Prevent Hoarders From Beat

It no longer pays to beat a board bll 


During the last few months there have 
been many prosecutions in the local conrts 
all on account of 
unpaid board bills 


In two o'f these cases the parties were sen 
to jail before they became fully aware tha 
a law bearing upon their cases was In foree 
and could be pushed to an uncomfortabl 
extent. The law was passed at the las 
session of the legislature, and the proprie- 
tors of Decatur boarding and eating houses 
hotels and inns, were not slow to discove 
and employ it 
Now It is gradually becom 


ing generally known among the "beats 
that a protecting and sacred halo has bee 
thrown around hast),even though It still con 
times to bo the same mystery it alway 
was; and that behind the long-suifering an 
abused landlady stands the majesty of th 
law, 
stern, rigid and severe, and that in I) 


case can it be conveniently dodged when 
board bill is involved. The old axiom tha 
ignorance of the law excuses no one Im 
been quo*ed in almost every case coming u 
here. 
When defendant pleaded ignoranc 


of the statute it did him no good. In orde 
to place a limitation upon that ignorance a 
much as possible, and also save furthe 
trouble for ambitious young men whose 
ruling desire in life is to beat a board bill 
the text of the law is herewith given: 


An act to define and punish frauds upon 


hotel, inn, boarding and eating house keep 
ers:lie it enacted by the people of the state 
of Illinois, represented in the general as 
sembly. that any person who shall obtain 
food, lodging or other accommodation, a 
any hotel, inn, .eating or boarding house 
with intent to defraud the owner or keepe 
thereof, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be pun 
ished by a fine not exceeding $100 or by 
imprisonment in the county jail not to ex 
ceed 30 days. 


Tue proof thereof shall bo that lodging 


food or other accommodation was obtafne; 


false pretenses or by false and fictitious 


show or pretense of baggage, or that the 
party refused or neglected to pay for such 
food, lodging or other accommodation on 
demand; or that he or she absconded or 
eft the premises without offering to pay for 
such food, lodging or other accommoda- 
tions; 
or 
that 
lie 
or 
she 


surreptitiously removed or attempted to 
remove his or her baggage. This shall be 
prinm facie proof of the fraudulent intent 
Mentioned iu section 1 of this act; but this 
act shall not apply to regular hoarders nor 
where there has been any agreement for de- 
ayed payment.

America. There is no record of any pie-
